THIRD DAY. 

After prayer meeting, led by II. I^ocke, the Bishop took the chair and the 
minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

The report of the treasurer of Dakota University was presented and referred 
to the committee on education. 

^uesiton 6 was called, and the following were admitted on certificates of 
location, viz.:

Elders authorized to employ him. 

The order of the day was taken up and the following were called forward, 
addressed by the Bishop, the proper diciplinary questions were asked and answer- 
ed, they reported their collections, were represented by their Presiding Elders and 
examining committee, and were severally disposed of as follows, to-xvit : 

Hambly and Gil- 
bert D. Cleworth were passed in their studies, admitted into full connection and 
elected to deacon’s orders. Wm. Matson and John P. Jenkins being in orders were 
admitted in full connection. Wm. II. Matson was conditioned on Logic. Silas A. 
French was conditioned on Logic, History and Introduction. Lucas G. Furnier 
was conditioned on History. 

David Gostelow, an elder in the Baptist church was admitted to full con- 
nection, his orders recognized and he was excused from the course of study. 

Oscar A. Harple and Frank H. Wheeler not being before the committee on 
examination, were continued in the second class of deacons. 

Moray Clyde was discontinued. 

Rev. Arthur Edwards, D. D., editor of the Northwestern Christian Advocate 
was introduced and addressed the Conference in the interests of his paper. 

I. N. Pardee offered the following resolution which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we hail with joy the presence of Dr. Edwards ainonjf us, wc recognize his 
loyalty to the cliurch, his co-operation in the cause of prohibition and every good work, we will 
pray for his continued health and success, we assure him of our undivided support, will ever 
welcome him to our midst, and will labor with renewed activity for the “Northwestern.” 

Dr. Brush was appointed to invite the Lay Electoral Conference to meet with 
this body at their convenience, tomorrow. 

Announcements were made and the Conference adjourned, the Benediction 
being pronounced by Dr. Edwards. 



FOURTH DAY. 

After prayer meeting, led by W. H. Selleck, the Bishop took the chair at 9 
A. M. 

A committee was appointed to procure the historical record at Elk Point, and 
all other historical documents possible, preparatory to the compiling of a history 
of this Conference. The Bishop appointed as such committee, L. Hartsough, L. 
Bradford and Duane Rifenbark. 

Rev. J. C. W. Coxe, D. D., secretary of the Sabbath School Union of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

Rev. W. A. Spencer, D. D., addressed the Conference in the interests of church 
extension. 

The Bishop announced the transfer of S. Washburn from the Rock River 
Conference to this Conference. By vote, he was made effective. 

I. N. Pardee announced the receipt of a cablegram in New York, conveying 
intelligence of the death of Wm. B. Affieck, at Leeds, England, and on motion of 
Bro. Pardee, a vote of condolence and sympathy with the family of the deceased 
was unanimously passed. The Bishop requested C. B. Clark to offer prayer and 
a committee consisting of I. N. Pardee and O. E. Murray were appointed to pre- 
pare a suitable memoir for the minutes. 
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Upon motion, the Conference proceeded to the election of a delegate to the 
next General Conference, and on the 4th ballot Wm. Brush, D. D., was elected as 
such delegate, and A. D. Traveller was elected reserve delegate. 

T. H. Walker was appointed on the auditing committee, in place of H. T. Curl. 

Rev. W. F. King, D. D., President of Cornell College and Rev. P. A. Reno, 
of Erie Conference, vice-president of Dakota University, Rev. Geo. W. Gray, D. 
D., representing the Freedman’s Aid society, and S. Washburn were introduced. 
Dr. Gray addressed the Conference in the interest of the society he represented. 

A collection and subscription were taken looking toward the creation of the 
Calvin Fairbanks college for freedmen. 

The committee on the Freedman’s Aid society made a report which was 
adopted. [See Report A.] 

A report from the committee on the Womans’ P'oreign Missionary society 
was made and adopted. [See Report B.] 

The committee on S.abbath observance made a report which was re-committed. 

A report on Church Literature was made and adopted. [See Report D.] 

The report of the committee on Education was made and adopted. [See 
Report E.] 

The committee on Education were instructed to report names of a committee 
to confer with the North Dakota and Black Hills missions, with a view to the 
unification of our educational work. 

Announcements were made and the Conference adjourned to 3 p. m. The 
Benediction being pronounced by the Bishop. 



FOURTH DAY-[SECOND SESSION.] 

The Conference met at 3 p. m., Wm. Brush, D. D., presiding at the request 
of the Bishop. A. Jamieson conducted the devotional services. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session, and this morning’s session, were read and 
approved. 

The committee on Church Extension reported and the report was adopted. 
[See Report F.] 

The committee on the State of the Church made a report which was adopted. 
[See Report G.] 

Supplementary report of the committee on Education read and, on motion, it 
was adopted. [See Report H.] 

The report of the committee on Prohibition was read, and amended, and 
adopted. [See Report I.] 

The committee on Sabbath Schools made a report which was adopted. [See 
Report J.] '• 

The report of the committee on Bible Cause was adopted. [See Report K.] 

The report of the committee on Tracts was adopted. [See Report L.] 

The Stewards’ report, (Report M.) was adopted. 

The auditing committee reported that they found the Presiding Elders’ ac- 
counts correct, and the receipts bearing data of more than over a year ago, were 
ordered to be destroyed. 

The secretary was instructed to* forward circular letter with the blanks next 
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year to each pastor, conveying instructions about making reports to next Confer- 
ence. 

The Presiding Elders were instructed to impress upon all young men the 
necessity of taking all the collections. 

A resolution on universal suffrage was read and adopted. [See Report N.] 

The committee made last year to formulate a plan for a preacher’s aid society 
made a report which was ordered printed in the minutes to be acted upon next 
year, and the committee was continued. 

The delegate to the General Conference was instructed to bring the organi- 
zation of such a society to the notice of that body, with a view to the organization 
of such a society for the church at large. 

The Conference roll was ordered to be printed and that a special roll of 
deceased members of this Conference be also printed. 

The editor of the minutes was ordered to edit the memoirs. 

After announcements, the Conference adjourned to 9 p. m., the Benediction 
being pronounced by Dr. Spencer. 



FOURTH DAY— [THIRD SESSION.] 

After the educational meeting the Conference was called to order by the 
Bishop, at 9 p. m. 

The minutes of the afternoon session read and approved. 

The following was, on motion, adopted: 

Resolved, That we have listened with interest and profit to the masterly and eloquent ad- 
dress of Hon. \V. A. Edgerton, and we hereby tender him our thanks for the same, and for his 
labors in behalf of the Dakota University. 

The committee on Missions reported and report concurred in by the Bishop. 
See the Missionary appropriations. 

The Bishop was, on motion, requested to leave Thomas H. Garvin without 
appointment, that he may attend school. 

D. W. Chamberlain was granted a superannuated relation. 

The relation of Wm. Vivian was changed from supernumerary to super- 
annuate. 

Resolutions of thanks were presented and adopted, as follows: 

First — That we are thankful for the carefully written reports of our Conference session in 
the Aberdeen papers, and for the free distribution of the Aberdeen Daily News and Daily Repub- 
lican, to the ministers of the Conference. 

Second — ^That the impartial, genial, yet firm presiding of this Conference bv Bishop Chas. 

H. Fowler, D. D., L. L. D., has been an inspiration to us all, and we hope that our beloved 
Bishop may live long to bless the church with his wise counsels and that he may be returned to 
our Conference again. 

Third — ^That we most heartily thank the hospitable citizens of Aberdeen for opening their 
hearts and homes to us during nur stay in their city. The welcome and entertainment has been 
very cordial and we will pray God to bless our benefactors with all good gifts. 

Fourth — That in the transfer of Rev. I. N. Pardee from this to the Northwest Iowa Con- 
ference, we are sensible of our loss to their gain. We are grateful to God for the arduous and 
self-denying labors of our brother as Supt. of Dakota Mission and Pre.siding Elder of Mitchell 
district of this Conference, realizing that God has used our brother in developing our school and 
church interests, thereby pre-empting a good portion of “Dakota for Christ.” That we re-affirm 
our action of last year in expressing appreciation of Bro. Pardee’s work in connection with the Da- 
kota University. We extend our cordial sympathy to our brother in his affliction and will be glad 
to welcome him back to our Conference at any time.

REV. T. S. HUNT. 

Bro. Hunt passed through the silent valley July 22nd, 1887, at the home of 
his mother, Aurora, Ind., in the thirty-second year of his age. His father. Rev. 
L. B. Hunt, was an untiring and zealous local preacher of our church. He was 
converted under the labors of Rev. J. S. Barnes, joining the church at thirteen 
and was ever glad to name Rev. J. S. Barnes as his spiritual father. His educa- 
tion at Mores Hill College had special reference to the Methodist ministry. He 
had rare gifts, sweet graces and early fruits. It was his meat and drink to do his 
master’s will, at the command of his church. 

In 1869 Brother Hunt married Miss Ellen F. Spoor who is remembered as an 
earnest and devoted Christian. He was admitted to the South East Indiana Con- 
ference in September 1871. He served very acceptably Sugar Branch, New 
Pennington, Moorefield and Manchester charges. In 1876 he was transferred to 
South Kansas Conference. His appointments were El Dorado, Arkansas City, 
Neodesha, Oswego, Independence and Chanute. This heavy work completely 
broke his physical strength ; when, Dakota welcomed him to her broad plains and 
gave him back a measure of health. Stationed at Woonsocket, by his kind, 
Christian teaching and holy living, he won a warm place in the hearts of all the 
citizens. The church was edified in the true sense during his pastorate. One 
year ago he was appointed to the Black Hills mission. Here, hard work, the 
vigorous climate and a sad accident hastened his death. While attending a dis- 
trict conference at Crook City he was thrown from a buggj' backwards, striking 
upon his head, and tearing the clavicle from the shoulder. This irritated his 
cough, but as soon as he again could, he began to preach, conducting revival ser- 
vices, that brought forty accessions to the church. In these meetings he was 
again prostrated, but resumed work as soon as he could, though urged to desist, 
or only to preach once on a Sabbath, and very briefly at that. He never knew 
what Wesley calls “calm, deliberate enthusiasm.” At the close of his third quar- 
ter he knew that he was soon to be born into the undying life. He was released 
from his charge but could not bear the thought of dying in that wild region, so 
far from friends and loved ones. He prayed that he might have strength to view 
again his boyhood home and the face of his mother. The prayer was answered. 
On the 17th of July he reached the old home only to die five days later. While 
his noble soul was being gently wafted to immortal life, and the body seemed in- 
animate, he gasped “Lord I am now ready.” As he entered the Unseen Holy 
his friends distinctly heard the whisper: “There is no river here, only Jesus.” 

So the lamp of his life burned out and all too soon. But the light was very 
bright. He really w'ore himself out for Christ and his church. His life was well 
lived. Such lives are the salt of the earth preserving its wholesomeness. He 
had but just passed the noontide on the dial of his earthly existence. But he 
was weary and laid down to rest in the bosom of God. He came forth as a flow’er 
and was cut down ere the blossom seemed to yield its richest fragrance. But 
who dare do other than “assent to eternal providence and justify the ways of God 
to man.” Will any one say that such lives are lived in vain, or that their mission is

not fulfilled.^ “What I do ye know not, but ye shall know hereafter.” Blessed 
words! How inspiring! Balm to bind the wounds and heal the broken heart. 
By and by we shall have the answer to the questions that perplex us now. Then 
will it appear that these costly alabaster boxes of ointment are never broken in 
vain on the head of our Christ. 

“Ami we may shortly know that lenj^thenecl breath 
Is not the sweetest i^ift God sends his friends; 

Hut that sometimes the sable pall of death 

Conceals the fairest boon his love can send.” 

Our brother will not soon be forgotten. Monuments to his memory rise 
thick along the path he trod, in churches and parsonages built, and revivals en- 
joyed. Our Methodism is richer in consequence of his devoted and spiritual life. 
This is the real wealth of a church, rather than in magnificent temples, colleges 
or universities, though they may be perfect poems in stone or marble. 

Loyalty was written in every fiber of our deceased brother’s nature. He 
learned this lesson in the army. He fought with distinction in the Seventh Indi- 
ana Cavalry until wounded and discharged. All that made him a true soldier he 
then laid upon the altar for Christ, in full measure of devotion. His heart was 
ever warm towards his soldier brothers, but his tenderest love and closest friend- 
ship was for those who rally around the cross of Christ. The G. A. R. of which 
he is a member buried him at Aurora, Indiana. We cannot help him now. Our 
voices are too weak and our arms are too short to reach him. But we can put 
Goethe’s motto into practice and “Gedenke zu leben.” 

During our brother’s last illness, his insurance policy was allowed to lapse. 
Since his death the small pension that he received has ceased. The family have 
little left them, save the heritage of a Godly life. He was always poor yet ever 
making many rich. Blessed type of our ministry everywhere. Farewell faith- 
ful, generous friend, true, honest, pure, prompt and genial man. These are the 
blocks that we rear in the arch of character. Christ its foundation — faith tl^ 
keystone. Lo<^er of our church farewell till we meet in the church of the first 
born whose names are written in heaven. 



WILLIAM H. HOADLEY. 

Was born near Rockford, 111 ., May 15th, 1840. When the war of the Rebel- 
lion began he was a student at Baldwin University, Ohio. He responded to the 
first call for troops, and served a year in an Ohio regiment. Discharged for 
physicial disability, he returned to Illinois and recuperated a short time when he 
re-enlisted in the 74th Illinois. He was elected ist Lieutenant and afterwards 
promoted to Captain and then Lieutenant Colonel. He was a brave, cool-headed 
soldier. 

In 1870 he enlisted in the great army of itinerant Methodist preachers, being 
admitted to the Rock River Conference. He served the following charges: 
Franklinville, Frankfort, Lisbon, Kankakee, Platterville and Peotme. 

In 1882 he came to Huron and assumed the pastorate of the church. His 
health failing, in the following spring he resigned his charge and retired for six 
months to his farm. His chief subsequent work was as D. G. W. C. T. of the 
Good Templars, and temperance evangelist. He was one of the chief organizers of 
the Dakota Temperance Alliance. The work crystalized in 1885 in the adoption 
of State Constitution containing a prohibitory plank.

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Bro. Hoadley was transferred to the Dakota Conference in 1885 and appoint- 
ed to Altoona. His health again failing he retired with his family to Huron 
where, amid hosts of friends he died in great peace Nov. 5th, 1886. Bro. Hoad- 
lev was a true Christian hero, and being dead yet speaketh. 






REV. WM. B. AFFLECK. 

We were all startled by the announcement during a Conference session that 
Wm. B. Affleck was dead. He passed suddenly away Oct. 17th, at Leeds, Eng- 
land. Bishop Fowler called on Rev. C. B. Clark to lead the Conference in prayer. 
It was an hour of deep emotion and renewed consecrations — the widow and the 
fatherless were touchingly remembered. 

Bro. Affleck made us all his friends for he was the friend of us all. His 
bright smile, cheerful words and sunny temper lifted the shadows and scattered 
the gloom wherever he went. As financial agent of our Dakota L niversity he 
went to England and died. He often said that he wished to die in his native land, 
and who dare deny that God led him across the Atlantic to die in his boyhood 
home. Had he died in America he would now be sleeping beside Lincoln in 
Springfield cemetery. He had accepted proffered burial place at the hands of the 
Lincoln’s. During the summer of 1880, the f'irst M. E. church, of Springfield, 
was supplied by Bro. Afffeck. President Lincoln’s family admired the rugged 
Englishman. He spoke at the unveiling of the Lincoln monument. He came to 
Dakota some years ago and planted a colony at Mt. Vernon. He preached at 
Chamberlain and Kimball, and all remember him kindly. 

“A brand plucked from the burning,” was he in very truth, scarcely civilized 
an almost savage coal miner until his conversion, profane, drunken, careless and 
pugilistic. His leg was broken five times in drunken fights making him a life- 
long cripple. He gathered the dusty*tiiamonds deep in the mine from his ninth to 
h^ eighteenth year. He then took the pledge but could not sign it. When asked 
to make his mark he said in droll and native humor: made marks enough^ 

He soon joined the Primitive Methodist church. His longing for wisdom was in- 
tense. Taught in the Sunday school of the Raikes educational stamp and guided in 
paths of knowledge by his wife he laid a good foundation for future work. Gough 
refers to him in his book. He was called to speak to 800 miners after Gough had 
failed to interest them, and they soon hallooed, as Gough says, till Affleck shouted, 
'■'■Stop 'ollerin." He was truly a temperance missionary through England, Canada, 
and the States. He worked with the Band of Hope and Good Templars. His 
most successful preaching was in the West Riding of Yorkshire. The platform 
became him better than the pulpit. He made a good editor, and published in 
New York a temperance paper — the Palladium. Ever fond of song and frolic he 
could be no other than the pious wit he was, and was well named, “Z'//e Mark 
Txvain of England." Between the uncouth speech reported by Gough and his 
eloquent tributes to Grant and Lincoln is a most wonderful growth. He had ex- 
traordinary ability, adaptation, quick perception and a power to make even forbid- 
ding circumstances to serve his purpose. Under God the vicious, young, cool 
miner became the teacher of the masses. He was saved and God’s arm is still 
able to save other Afflecks’ if faith shall be found sufficient for real miracles of 



grace.

REPORT “E.” — Educ.vtion. 

Annual report of the Trustees of Dakota University to the Dakota Annual 
Conference. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren — At the adjournment of the Conference at 
its last session it was ordered that vigorous measures be adopted by the college 
management looking to the liquidation of the indebtedness resting upon the prop- 
erty. The serious and protracted illness of Rev. I. N. Pardee, upon whom the 
labor of this adjustment largely devolved, prevented the accomplishment of so de- 
sirable an end. 
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At a special meeting of the board of directors, in January last, Rev. O. S. 
Bassford was appointed to adjust the notes and other assets, and settle as far as 
possible with the creditors. 

Mr. Bassford began his work in February, but was called to Bismarck in the 
interests of his own town and did not return to Mitchell. Owing to this fact but 
little has been done during this year toward reducing the indebtedness. As to its 
assets and liabilities the.property remains practically unchanged from last vear. 

At its annual meeting in January last, the board concluded that the swift solu- 
tion of our financial difficulties was to build up the school. 

The board being divided into five classes, the first class consisting of Revs. I. 
N. Pardee, Wilmot Whitfield, iVI, M. Zooke, O. S. Bassford and A. W. Hager, re- 
tired by expiration of time. 

Hon. A. J. Edgertoi), of Mitchell, was elected chairman of the board of direc- 
tors, and Rev. A. W. Adkinson, chairman of the board of members. The Execu- 
tive committee were instructed to act at once, negotiate for a full corps of teachers 
and to adopt such measures as would secure a successful school. 

A special meeting of the joint board convened the 3d of August. At this 
meeting Rev. Wm. Brush, D. D., was re-elected President, Rev. P. A. Reno, A. 
M., of New York, was elected to the chair of Mental and Moral Science, and 
made Vice-President of the school. Fred C. Eastman, A. M., was re-elected to 
the chair of Languages, and T. A. Duncan, A. M., to the chair of Mathematics 
and Natural Science. J. A. Wakefield, A. B., was elected Principal of the com- 
mercial department. The other departments of the school. Music, Art, and Elo- 
cution, were each supplied with competent teachers. 

Upon application to the Territorial board of Education, Dakota University 
was designated as a branch of the State normal department. By this measure our 
school secures an appropriation of one dollar per month for each student en- 
rolled in the normal department. The law requires that the class shall consist of 
not less than ten, and not more than twenty-five students. We have already en- 
rolled more than the maximum number thus securing a state appropiation of $750 
annually, for the benefit of the school. 

Since the meeting of August 3d the local management has^ endeavored 
faithfully to execute the orders of the board. The building has been greatly im- 
proved making it one of the most attractive school buildings in the Territory. 
Upward of fifty students are now enrolled in all the departments. The faculty 
are competent, experienced and devoted to their work. The students are enthusi- 
astic and contented. The president of the faculty, Dr. Brush, since the August 
meeting, has collected some $2,000 in cash and subscriptions, thus enabling the 
board to make extensive and valuable improvements without incurring further in- 
debtedness. The treasurer’s report appended hereto shows the assets to be more 
than sufficient to cover the indebtedness if properly managed. 

The school is a pronounced success, and if properly patronized bv the Con- 
ference must rapidly increase in attendance and usefulness. Several plans have 
been suggested for adjusting the indebtedness and securing title to the property.? 
Some plan will be speedily adopted. The following persons were nominated bv 
the board at this annual meeting to fill vacancies createdyn the board of members 
by the retirement of the first class, viz.: Rev. I. N. Pardee, T.-A. Duncan, A. 

M., T. A. Blanchard, Esq., Rev. A. R. Boggs, Hon. D. W. Diggs.

Thompson, and Wm. E. Selleck, also, that Rev. W. II. Jordan and Rev.C. E. 
Hager be chosen as visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute. 

Resolved, That we have learned with pleasure of the great prosperity during 
the past vear of Garrett Biblical Institute, and we heartily commend the same to 
the young men seeking a theological education. 

Resolved,, That, as preachers of Dakota Conference, we will do our best to 
keep, at least one student from each one of our charges, in Dakota University all 
the time. 

(2) That we pledge ourselves to do our best to raise at least ten dollars as 
our educational collection for each charge, this collection to be taken on Univer- 
sity day. And further, 

Whereas, We deem it virtually important to the interests of higher education 
under the auspices of the M. E. Church, in Dakota, that there be one, and only 
one Universitv for Dakota, and that all other schools founded by our church 
within the Territory be not higher than a calling grade and auxiliary to our cen- 
tral board of trustees ; therefore. 

Resolved, That we recommend to the Conference the appointment of a board 
of commissioners consisting of seven persons, four of whom shall be members of 
the Dakota Conference, and the remainder laymen of our church in Dakota. It 
shall be the business of this commission to have general supervision of the educa- 
tional interests of the church in the Territory, to seek the establishment of schools 
wherever practicable, and wherever they can be made to increase the efficiency of 
the Central School.^ The members of this commission shall be nominated by 
the Presiding Bishop and his cabinet.

REPORT “G.” — State of the Church. 

We rejoice in the manifest presence of Christ with his people, as evidenced 
by the constantly augmenting desire among Christians in all branches of the 
church for holiness of heart, and for higher attainments in the divine life. In the 
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numerous and extensive revivals of religion throughout the church. In the re- 
cent victories of the cross in pagan lands. In the increased interest manifested in 
the work of missions, and in the cause of Christian education, resulting in increas- 
ed contributions to missions, and in munificent gifts of money and productive 
real estate to our denominational schools. 

We rejoice furthermore in the rapid spread of the sentiment of prohibition 
with reference to the rum traffic. That in the battle now raging against this sum 
of all villainies, the church of the Lord Jesus leads the van. The praver of the 
church, “Thy Kingdom Come,” is being seconded by vigorous personal effort in 
society and at the ballot box, and thus the world is being helped to do God’s will.

Report of committee on Articles of Incorporation of the Dakota Conference 
Aid Society. 

PREAMBLE. 

Know all Men by these Presents: That we, A. D. Traveller, H. M. Springer, 

H. T. Walker, C. B. Clark, A. W. Adkinson, Wm. Fielder, A. R. Boggs, D. W. 
Diggs, L. Hartsough, C. E. Hager, A. Jamieson, citizens of the United States 
and Dakota, for ourselves, and others connected with us, do hereby associate our- 
selves together, and do hereby form and organize a corporation for benevolent 
purposes, under, and in accordance with the provisions of Title IV, Chapter 
VI, of the civil code of Dakota and its amendments, to have and enjoy the 
rights and privileges of said code conferred. And for such purpose we do make, 
propose, and set forth the following; 

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 

article I. 

The name of this corporation shall be, “ The Conference Claimants’ Aid 
Society of the Dakota Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

art. II. 

The object of this society shall be: Providing means of support for the sup- 

erannuated and worn out preachers of the Dakota Conference, and the widows and 
orphans of deceased members of said Conference, who have complied with the 
conditions of these Articles of Incorporation and the By-laws enacted under them. 

art. III. 

If a like society shall be organized by the General Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, this society may be merged into it, otherwise this society 
shall continue perpetually. 

ART. IV. 

The principal place of business of this society shall be Huron, Beadle County, 
Dakota. 
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ART. V. 

The members of this society shall be the members and probationers in the 
Dakota Conference who pay annually into the treasury of the society, two per 
cent, of their receipts on salary as shown in the minutes. And such other persons 
who shall pay into the treasury the sum of $100.00 per year in such manner as 
shall be determined in the by-laws. 

ART. VI. 

This corporation shall have power to receive legacies and bequests. 

ART. VII. 

The corporate powers, business and property shall be exercised, conducted 
and controlled by a board of eleven Directors who shall be elected by ballot annu- 
ally, from among the members. 

The first board of Directors shall be the following named persons; who were 
elected at a meeting held in Huron, Beadle County, Dakota, on the day 

of , 188 , as further appears by the affidavit of the officer con- 

ducting the election hereunto appended. A majority of the members being pres- 
ent. 

BY-LAWS. 

All by-laws governing the actions of any and all officers of this corporation 
shall be enacted by the members. 

No by-law shall take effect until recorded in thq Book of By-laws, and signed 
by a majority’ of the Directors. 

All by’-laws shall remain in force until the minutes of the action repealing a 
bv-law shall be made in the Book of By-laws on the margin of the page on which 
the by-law is recorded. 

A majority of two-thirds of the members of this corporation shall be required 
to adopt, amend, or repeal by-laws. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The members shall effect and maintain an organization by electing at the an- 
nual meeting, by ballot, a President, Vice-President, and Secretary, neither of 
whom shall be Directors, their duties being the same as usually belong to such 
officers. 

The annual meeting of the members shall commence on the second Thurs- 
day in July of each year, at 2 p. M. 

A majority of the members shall constitute a quorum for the transacting of 
all business except enacting, amending, or repealing by-laws. 

At the annual meetings of the members, the following order of business shall 
be observed: 

First — Devotional Exercises. 

Second — Election of Officers. 

Third — Reports of Directors. 

Fourth — Reports of Committees. 

Fifth — Election of Directors. 

Sixth — Miscellaneous Business. 

Seventh — Reading and Correction of Minutes. 

Eighth — Adjournment. 

In all meetings, proxies shall be counted in making the quorum. 
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DIRECTORS. 

Immediately after their election the Directors shall organize by the election 
of a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, whose duties shall be 
those usually pertaining to such officers. 

The Treasurer shall give bonds in the penal sum of four hundred dollars. 

Should a vacancy occur in the Board of Directors during the year, the Board 
shall have power to fill such vacancy from among the membership. 

The Directors shall report to the membership at the annual meeting all the 
transactions of the year, with the then present conditions of the fund. 

INCOME. 

The income of this society shall be two per cent, of the salaries of the minis- 
terial members to be paid annually, at the session of the Conference. 

The annual subscriptions of the lay members which shall be due the first of 
July of each year. 

The sums appropriated from the Book concerns to this Dakota Conference. 

The receipts from the chartered fund. 

The usual Conference claimant collections. 

Bequests, Legacies, and the interest arising from investments. 

The Board of Directors shall estimate the amount necessary to meet the 
claims against the society. 

After making the above estimate, the Directors shall assess to each District 
its share of the amount, using the amount paid by each charge the preceding 
year for ministerial support, as a basis of assessment. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary of the Board of Directors to notify all the 
Presiding Elders at the seat of Conference the amount assessed to each charge on 
their respective Districts for this fund. 

It shall be the duty of each Presiding Elder to notify each preacher on his 
District of the amount assessed to his charge. 

It shall be the duty of each preacher in charge to raise the amount apportion- 
ed to his charge. 

CREATION OF A FUND. 

At least one-sixth of the annual subscriptions of the members and probation- 
ers of the Dakota Conference, and all moneys remaining after paying the claims 
on the society, shall be invested by the Board of Directors. 

No investment shall be made without the approval of the majority of the 
Board. 

At no time shall the principal or any moneys that have been invested be used 
to pay current claims. 

In all cases where there is a deficency in the amount necessary to meet the 
claims, all claimants shall share pro rata in such deficiency. 

CLAIMANTS. 

The claimants on this fund shall be those superannuated members of the Da- 
kota Conference who have from their admission on trial continued to travel in the 
regular work of the ministry under the appointment of the Annual or General 
Conference, and shall have paid into the treasury of this fund his annual dues, 
and also has taken the required collection each year, also the widows and orphans 
of deceased preachers who have complied with the above requirements. 
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When a minister is superannuated from a cause which does not disqualify him 
for business, the Directors shall have power to commute his claim by paying such 
sum as may be deemed equitable. 

Any minister expelled from the Conference or located, shall forfeit all claim 
on the society and all money he may have paid into the society. 

No minister shall be superannuated and become a claimant on this society ex- 
cept on a recommendation of a comtnittee on conference relation. 

The basis of any claim upon this society shall be the line of actual discon- 
nected service in the ministry of our church. 

The point of time from which the time of service shall be reckoned, shall be 
the date of reception on trial in any conference of our church. Provided: That 

any transfer from any other conference to the Dakota Conference shall pay into 
tne treasury an equal amount with the members of this Dakota Conference, in 
order to have an equal claim, otherwise the time from which their claims shall be 
computed shall be the date of transfer. 

All ministers hereafter coming from other churches shall be allowed a claim 
upon the society according to the number of years they have traveled in our 
work, dating from their admission into the traveling connection and their compli- 
ance with the other terms. 

When a superannuated member having an unlimited claim has commuted 
his claim and the claim of his wife, he shall have no further claim, although he 
may return to the effective work by permission of the Conference. 

When a superannuated minister who has a limited claim shall have received 
the full amount of his claim, and is restored to the active work, any further claims 
of such minister shall date from the time of his restoration. 

The claims of a widow shall be equal to that of her husband — except such 
widows as were fifteen years younger than their husbands when they were mar- 
ried, and were married after their husbands were fifty-five yeai’s old — such claims 
shall be referred to the Directors. 

When a minister dies who traveled twenty or more years, leaving no widow 
but minor child or children unprovided for, the Directors are authorized to make 
provision for their support. Provided, that they shall not grant a greater amount 
than the father’s claim, and only for such a period as the Directors shall deem 
proper and necessary. 

No superannuated minister shall have a permanentclaim upon the society un- 
less he shall have traveled twenty years. 

No minister shall have a claim who has not traveled five years, rendering 
effective service. All ministers failing, or are discontinued, or are located, in less 
than five years, shall have their money refunded to them. 

SCALE OF CLAIMS. 

A superannuated minister who has traveled five years shall have an annual 
claim of $20, for six years $32, for seven years $39, for eight years $46, for nine 
years $53, for ten years $60. The above claims shall hold good for four years only. 

A superannuated minister who has traveled eleven years, shall receive $68, 
for twelve years $76, for thirteen years $84, for fourteen years $92, for fifteen 
years $100, which claim shall hold good fora period of eight years. 

A superannuated minister who has traveled sixteen years shall have a claim of 
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$114, for seventeen years $128, for eighteen years $142, for nineteen years $156, 
which claim shall hold good for ten years. 

A superannuated minister w'ho has traveled twenty years shall have a perma- 
nent annual claim of $170, for twenty-one years $182, for twenty-two years $194, 
for twenty-three years $206, for twenty-four years $218, for twenty-five years 
$230, for twenty-six years $244, for tw^enty-seven years $258, for twenty-eight 
years $272. 

All superannuated claimants who have traveled thirty years and upw'ard 
shall have a permanent claim of ten dollars per year for each year’s service.

The committee on permanent organization made their report as follows; For 
chairman of the Conference, A. W. Page, of Broadland; for secretary, H. E. 
Kratz, of Mitchell. The above officers were unanimously elected by acclamation. 

On motion Conference adjourned until three o’clock p. m. 

Conference assembled at three p. m., with A. W. Page in the chair. 

The committee on resolutions reported the following which were unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

We, the Lay Delegates of Dakota Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church assembled at Aberdeen, October 21st, 1887, do 

Resolve (i) That we rejoice in the prosperity of Methodism in Dakota, and 
desire to renew our vows to God to be more faithful in every duty to the church 
of our choice, to the end that we may secure the accomplishment of the motto of 
the sainted Simpson, “Dakota for Christ.” 

(2) That we are opposed to the extension of the time limit of the pastorate, 
believing that the present itinerant system has been more effective in spreading . 
the gospel than any other could have done. 

(3) That we earnestly favor the maintenance of the Christian Sabbath. 
That we protest against the railroads or other corporations infringing on the 
sanctity of the day. That we ask more stringent territorial laws on this question 
and that we appeal to our national government to prohibit the transportation of 
mails, U. S. troops and supplies on the first day of the week. 

(4) That we favor equal suffrage for women with men in church and state. 

(5) That we as lay members of the Methodist Episcopal church and holding 
in our hand the elective franchise, recognize the fact that we as Christian voters 
have been derelict in our duty in the initial measures in the choice of candidates 
for offices, national, state or municipal, and we here pledge ourselves to use our 
influence and efforts in securing the nomination and election of the best men to 
office. 
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(6) That we recognize the damage to the j’oung from the effects of pernici- 
ous literature and earnestly insist upon practical legislation everywhere for the 
suppression of the same. 

(7) That we heartily commend and heartily pledge our earnest support to the 
Dakota Sabbath School association, recognizing in it a powerful agency in bring- 
ing the young under the influence of the Gospel. 

(8) That we desire no change in the General Rules of the church in respect 
to amusements. 

(9) That we favor a law prohibiting the sale and manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors, and we will do all in our power to create a public sentiment that will de- 
mand the passage of such a law by our legislature and the national congress. 
[Adopted by a rising vote.] 

(10) That we regard man addicted to drink or in favor of licensing, saloons 
unfit tor any office of trust. [Adopted by a rising vote.] 

(11) That we will heartily second the efforts of our pastors and the W. C. T. 
U. to destroy the rum * power and establish temperance throughout Dakota. 

(12) That we will use our utmost efforts in the family, the church and the 
public schools to keep our boys from the curse of tobacco and intoxicating liquors. 

Whereas, Believing that a pastor cannot conscientiously certify to the good 
standing of a member who refuses or neglects to pay the amount he has pledged 
for support of the gospel when able to do so ; 

Resohyed^ (zj) That we hereby instruct our Lay delegate to the general Con- 
ference to use every effort to secure such a change in our discipline as will permit 
a pastor to withhold the certificate of such a member until such a time as his obli- 
gations are met. 

The following resolutions were subinitted by the Dakota Annual Conference 
and endorsed by the Lay Electoral Conference: 

Whereas, Because of the sinfulness of the human race it has pleased God 
to provide a means of salvation through his son Jesus Christ; and 

Whereas, He has called men from the common avenues of life to his ser- 
vice to preach the Gospel among men, separating them from business pursuits 
requiring their entire time and strength to carry on his work ; and 

Whereas, God has ordained that they that preach the Gospel shall live of 
the Gospel ; and 

Whereas, It is manifestly right that those who have given the strength of 
their manhood to the saving of souls should be cared for by the people whom 
they have served ; and 

Whereas, In the Methodist Episcopal church there is a manifest inequalitv 
in caring for these honored men and the widows of those who have fallen in the 
work, between the east and the west, because of the difference in wealth and a 
lack of uniform provision by the church; therefore be it 

Resolved^ By the Lay Electoral Conference of Dakota Annual Conference, 

(ist) We recognize God’s grace and mercy toward us in sending his servants 
to preach to us the unsearchable riches of Christ. 

(2d) That we appreciate the labors of his servants and recognize our respon- 
sibility toward them in sustaining them by our prayers, our sympathy and our 
money while they labor among us, and especially when the vigors” of life are 
spent in our welfare, we will cherish them. 

(3d) That we feel that the pioneer preacher who serves the frontier charges 
is entitled to equal support in old age as those preachers in the wealthy east who 
have entered upon his labors. 

(4th) That as the young and growing west is not in a condition to adequately 
care for those honored men who have taken their lives in their hands, it is the 
duty of the church to create a special fund under the control of the General Con- 
ference that shall be adequate to support all the superannuates and widows and 
orphans of our frontier ministry. 

A 
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(5th) That our delegate to the General Conference is hereby instructed to use 
his utmost endeavors to bring about the organization of such a fund. 

(6th) In the event of the General Conference not taking such action we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power to create such a fund in the Dakota An- 
nual Conference. 

Messrs. R. B. Hagar, D. R. Wilson, D. W. Diggs, W. H. H. Phillips 
AND H. E. Kratz, Committee. 

The following persons were then put in nomination for Lay Delegates to the 
General Conference, to be held in May, 1888: 

D. W. Diggs, W. F. T. Bushnell, R. L. Brown, Mrs. I. M. Hartsough, W. G. 
Nixon, W. H. H. Phillips, W. B. Waite and A. W. Page. 

The informal ballot resulted as follows; D. W. Diggs, 23; W. F. T. Bush- 
nell, II ; R. L. Brown, i ; Mrs. Hartsough, 8; W. G. Nixon, i ; W. H. H. Phillips, 
4; W. B. Waite, i ; and A. W. Page, i. 

The formal ballot gave D. W. Diggs 26, and his election was made unani- 



Mr. Diggs was called out and in a few, well chosen remarks thanked the 
Conference for the honor bestowed upon him. 

Mrs. Hartsough was unanimously elected alternate. 

Dr. Edwards, editor of the Northwestern Christian Advocate, then addresssd 
the Conference and his sayings were heartily appreciated by every member pres- 
ent, after which Bishop Fowler delivered a very eloquent and common sense ad- 
dress, touching at some length upon the duties of the Methodist preacher. He 
also spoke at length of the wonderful growth of the Methodist church during the 
last century. 

Bishop Fowler was elected Second Reserve Lay Delegate to the General 
Conference. 

On motion of J. A. Pickier, the following resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, Our Methodist book concern supplies the best literature at lowest 
rates; and 

Whereas, The proceeds are for the benefit of the church ; therefore be it 

Resolved^ That we recommend that our people, so far as possible, purchase 
their books and Bibles of our book concern through the pastor. 

D. W. Diggs presented the following resolution which was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That we most heartily endorse Dr. Edwards and our church paper 
— The Northwestern Christian Advocate, and will gladly aid in extending the 
circulation among all our people. 

After the benediction, by Dr. Brush, the Conference adjourned to 7:30 p. m. 

The Lay Conference re-assembled at 7 :3o p. m., and passed the following 
resolution of thanks : 

Resolved, That we tender to the citizens of Aberdeen, who have so generous- 
ly and hospitably entertained us, our hearty thanks. We also tender our thanks 
to the trustees of the Presbyterian church for so kindly opening their church for
